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Woman rescued from 
car in freezing water

A FEARLESS carpenter 
leapt into a freezing river to 
rescue a trapped woman 
whose car had flipped 
upside down. 

The car had swerved off the 
road and into a bridge before 
landing on its roof in the water 
in Carter Street, Fordham, at 
around midnight on Saturday. 

Gavin Smiley, 33, said he 
heard the crash outside his 
house as he was getting ready for 
bed and when he went outside 
he saw the car upside down in 
the river. 

He said: “I opened the door 
and I could see something in the 
water but it wasn’t clear what it 
was.” 

Gavin said the car had 
collided with a parked vehicle 
and gone into the bridge before 
turning on its roof in the water. 

He added: “She was inside the 
car banging on the window and 
screaming.” 

Gavin, who used to be a 


retained firefighter, rushed into 
the river to help the woman who 
was trapped upside down in the 
water. 

He said: “The river does not 


normally have a lot of water in it 
but because we have had a lot of 
rain so it was a couple of feet 
deep.”

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Smaller centre 
for community 
can go ahead 


PLANS for a new 
community centre in 
Mildenhall were 
given the green light 
last week. 

St John’s Community 
Centre, in St John’s 
Close, will be 
demolished in favour of 
a smaller centre as part 
of plans by developer 
Orbit Housing to build 
20 homes on the site. 

The construction of 
the new community 
centre will be funded by 
income from two market 
rented homes in the 
development but the 
centre will remain under 
the management of 
current owners Keystone 
Development Trust. 

The application was 
approved by Forest 
Heath District Council’s 
development control 
committee last week. 

In the documents 
before the committee, 
Forest Heath District 
Council’s housing 
committee identified a

need for affordable 
housing in the town and 
the plans will also 
provide 18 affordable 
homes - nine two- 
bedroom, seven three- 
bedroom and two four- 
bedroom houses. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, Cllr Andy 
Drummond, vice- 
chairman of the 
committee, said:”The 
existing community 
service is past its best, 
unfortunately, so it is a 
good idea. 

“We went out on a site 
visit on Monday and the 
old facilities are now in 
a bit of state.” 

Mildenhall Parish 
Council was in support 
of the proposals but 
asked for reassurance 
the building would be 
big enough for the 
community’s needs. 

Parish and district Cllr 
Tony Wheble, who 
represents the Great 
Heath ward, said the 


district council did not 
have the money to 
improve the centre but 
this way they could 
maintain a popular 
building. 

He said: “It’s a very 
central piece of the St 
John’s community.” 

The new community 
centre will have a large 
meeting room which 
could host functions for 
up to 50 people and a 
smaller room for group 
meetings. 

A recommendation 
from Environmental 
Health said the new 
centre should operate 
between 8am and 10pm 
as it will be close to 
three of the houses. 

There was a public 
consultation held by 
Orbit Housing in 
November before the 
application. 

No representations 
from members of the 
public were received by 
Forest Heath before the 
meeting.

Highways contractor 
selected as best bid 


A NEW contractor has been 
chosen to maintain Suffolk’s 
highways in a move to save £2 
million. 

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously to authorise the award 
of the contract to Balfour 
Beatty Living Places at a 
cabinet meeting of Suffolk 
County Council yesterday. 

It will mean about 200 
Suffolk County Council and 
Ipswich Borough Council staff 
will be transferred under 
TUPE rules to the new firm 
when the contract starts in 
April. 

The announcement comes 
after a nine-month process in 
which five contractors were 
assessed. 

Balfour Beatty Living Places 
will now be responsible for the 
design and implementation of 
highway maintenance and 
improvement works, winter 
gritting, street lighting, traffic 
signals and bridge works. 

Cabinet also decided to give 
district and borough councils 
powers to carry out smaller 
scale highways functions 
including grass cutting for 
highway safety purposes, 
horticultural and arbori- 
cultural services and winter 
service for town centre 


pavements. This arrangement 
comes into effect on April 1. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet 
member for roads and 
transport, said: “We are 
committed to ensuring the best 
service is delivered to 
residents, businesses and road 
users across the county 
throughout this contract. 

‘As preferred bidder, Balfour 
Beatty Living Places is the 
company which submitted the 
very best bid both in terms of 
price and quality. 

“It will provide excellent 
value for money for the 
residents of Suffolk.” 

The key objective of the 
change, which will be in place 
for at least five years, will be to 
achieve £2 million or recurring 
revenue savings in year 2013- 
14 and to help the council’s 
transport department achieve 
efficiency savings of 1.5 per 
cent per year. 

The firm will be tasked to 
improve the availability of 
information about work on the 
highway, improve Suffolk’s 
environmental performance 
and contribute to the local 
economy through use of local 
companies, commitment to 
apprenticeships and action to 
raise skill levels.

The water level went just 
above the door window of the 
upside down vehicle and water 
was streaming into the car as 
the window had smashed on 
impact. 

Gavin said: “It was absolutely 
freezing, I don’t mind admitting 
it. 

“I went around to one side 
and it was all smashed up so 
you couldn’t see through the 
glass. 

“I managed to open the door 
for her and helped her out. 

“She is lucky as if she was 
unconscious she would have 
drowned. 

“I am not going to pretend it 
wasn’t scary. 

“When I couldn’t get in on 
one side and I could hear 
screaming and banging I 
thought ‘oh dear, what am I 
going to do’?” 

Modest Gavin added: “It 
sounds better than it was - I 
just got into the river and 
helped her out.” 

Paramedics were called to the 
scene just after 12.20am. 

A spokesman for the 
ambulance service said: “The 
casualty was a woman in her 
20s who sustained only minor 
injuries and was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s as a 
precaution.” 

The police have not 
identified the victim at this 
point. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
Police said: “We were called 
by the ambulance service just 
after 12.30am on December 
9. 

“It was a single vehicle that 
had overturned and had gone 
into the river.” 

She said there was damage to 
the bridge from the crash and 
the Highways Agency cordoned 
off the bridge until 2.45am to 
make sure it was safe. 

Police are investigating the 
incident.

A VICAR has described the 
theft of metal from the roof of 
his church just before 
Christmas as “every vicar’s 
worst nightmare”. 

Thieves made off with 20 to 30 ft 
of lead flashing from the flat roof of 
St Mary’s Church, in Church Lane, 
Newmarket, between 6pm last 
Friday and 11.30am on Sunday. 

The Reverend John Hardy said the 
lead was taken from the northern 
side of the church, facing Rowley 
Drive, so that area of roof was 
exposed to the elements for two 
days. 

He said: “It has been temporarily 
fixed but it leaves a very bad 
feeling of having your property 
violated very selfishly and 
thoughtlessly. 

“It is supposed to be a time of 
seasonal goodwill.” 

Mr Hardy said the congregation 
noticed the theft on Sunday 
morning after they spotted a patch 
of sky through the roof. 

He added: “If it had been raining 
there would have been some serious 
leaks. 

“Thankfully there has been no 
internal damage.” 

The roof has been temporarily 
fixed by a local builder but St 
Mary’s church is waiting for a quote 
on how much the damage will cost. 

Mr Hardy said: “I wouldn’t want 


to put a price on it at this stage. 

“It is expensive and time 
consuming getting it fixed.” 

However, he added: “It could have 
been a great deal worse.” 

He said the church had been 
struck by metal thieves 17 years ago 
and they had hoped it would never 
happen again. 

Mr Hardy said: “It is the 
recurrence of a nightmare. It is 
every vicar’s nightmare. 

“Hopefully it will be fixed by 


Christmas and then started again 
but we will take advice about how 
best to prevent this happening 
again. 

“We feel it is important to warn 
other churches and other public 
buildings in the town to be on their 
guard.” 

Police targeted scrap metal dealers 
in Suffolk in a series of action days 
last week following the introduction 
of new laws under the Scrap Dealers 
Act which mean dealers have to be 


registered with a local authority and 
cash can no longer be paid for scrap 
metal. 

Det Chief Insp Steve Mattin said: 
“The results from the action days 
send out a strong message that the 
theft and sale of scrap metal will not 
be tolerated and we will use our 
powers to deal with those 
committing offences robustly.”

‘Don’t let your night out 
turn into a life sentence’ 


OFFENDERS committing 
rape and acts of sexual 
violence will be targeted 
over the festive period. 

Suffolk Police’s Time to Stop 
campaign is sending out a 
strong message to people 
across the county that sex 
crimes of any kind will be not 
be tolerated. 

There were 373 serious 
sexual offences recorded in 
Suffolk this year between April 
1 and November 30, and 138 of 
these were rapes.

There were 14 rapes within 
the Forest Heath area compared 
with 44 in Ipswich. 

Det Insp Tonya Antonis, of 
Suffolk Constabulary's Gemini 
Team, said: “Rape is rape and 
there are no excuses, there is 
no grey area. 

“Men need to understand 
that if a woman says no or is 
incapable of consenting, for 
instance through drink or 
drugs, they are committing a 
criminal offence. 


“If there is any doubt the 
likelihood is that you are 
committing rape and therefore 
hold yourself up to being 
arrested, convicted in a court 
of law and potentially placed 
on the Sex Offenders Register. 

“Don’t let your festive 
night out turn into a life 
sentence.” 

He said victims often knew 
their attackers and warned that 
people could often get into 
situations they did not intend 
to. 

He added: “Too often our 


officers will see young women 
who are the worse for wear 
through drink and who have 
either wandered off or been 
abandoned by their friends on 
a night out. 

“Look after yourself and your 
friends when you are out and 
always organise safe transport 
home.”

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Code breaker’s memorial 


given fall backing

A STATUE of a wartime 
code breaker has been given 
the green light by the town 
council. 

At a meeting on Monday of 
Newmarket Town Council, 
councillors unanimously voted 
to develop proposals for a statue 
of Newmarket-born Bill Tutte 
outside the Rutland Arms Hotel. 

Bill Tutte worked at the 
Government’s code breaking 
headquarters at Bletchley Park 
during the Second World War 
and was responsible for cracking 
a cipher, nicknamed ‘Tunny’, 
which was used by high-ranking 
German officers. 

The town council resolved to 
work towards installing a 
memorial statue, which has been 
suggested by the Bill Tutte 
Memorial Working Group, and to 
develop Rutland Hill as an open 
space in partnership with 
Suffolk County Council. 

They dissolved the Bill Tutte 
Memorial Group and formed two 
smaller working groups - a 
Rutland Hill Working Group, 
which will be chaired by county 
council officer Guy Smith, and a 
Bill Tutte Memorial Fund 
Working Group to organise 
raising funds. 

Mayor George Lambton said: 
“I think that is all very good and 
I would happily lend my 


support. 

“This is a good start as we 
have got three recommendations 
through unanimously.” 

The project is likely to cost 
around £50,000 but the 
Memorial Group was confident 
it could raise funds through a 
mixture of council funding and 
private donations. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chair of 
Newmarket’s High Street 
Regeneration Committee, said: 
“Suffolk County Council have 


found a sum of money in the 
budget which together with 
money from Forest Heath will 
cover about half of the costs.” 

The plans have been on show 
in Memorial Hall for two weeks 
and the working group believe 
there is public support for the 
project. 

Richard Fletcher, secretary of 
the working group, said: “The 
general feeling is that everyone 
is enthusiastic about the idea, 
although they are a bit confused 


by what it means. 

“That is not surprising as the 
story of Bill Tutte is not well 
known and sculptor Harry Gray 
has deliberately made the statue 
cryptic.” 

The statue will be made up of 
five stainless steel sheets on a 
raised stone platform with holes 
cut through to resembled 
punched cipher tape. 

When viewed from the right 
angle the holes will reveal an 
image of Tutte’s face. 


» in Brief 
Delays after car hit tree 

MOTORISTS faced delays after a car collided 
with a tree on the A14 yesterday. 

Police received a call at 7.15am after the 
vehicle came off the road on the eastbound 
A14 between Swaffham Bulbeck and 
Newmarket. 

A police spokeswoman said no one was 
injured in the crash but damage was done to 
the car. 

Meanwhile, an investigation has been 
launched after a collision between a car and a 
lorry on the A14 on Friday. 

The incident happened at 7.30am on the 
westbound carriageway at Stow-cum-Quy 
when a grey Mazda and a lorry collided. 

The driver of the Mazda, a 28-year-old man 
from Newmarket, suffered slight injuries. The 
lorry driver, a 62-year-old man from Norfolk, 
was not injured. 

Electrical fault started fire 

A BLAZE broke out in a home during the early 
hours of Monday morning in Burwell. 
Firefighters from Burwell and Swaffham 
Bulbeck were called out at 5am to a fire in 
Toyse Lane and on arrival they found it 
involved a dryer. 

The crews managed to get it under control by 
5.40am and an investigation found it had 
started accidentally due to electrical faults. 

No one was injured during the fire though the 
extent of the damage is currently unknown.

Story continues on 
railway connection 


Reporter Lizzy Buchan 
talks to David Occomore 
about his new book. 


A RAILWAY enthusiast has 
published a second book 
on the early days of 
Cambridgeshire's railways. 

Historical researcher David Occomore 
first published Along the Line in 2010 - an 
in-depth study of the development of 
Newmarket's railway connections with 
Cambridge, Ely and Bury St Edmunds from 
the 1840s to 1914. 

David, who lived in Burwell for 15 years 
before moving to Cumbria in August, edited 
a number of books for the Newmarket Local 
Historical Society while working part-time at 
Anglesey Abbey, near Lode. 

His latest book follows the challenges 
faced by the railway between 1914 and 
1925, from transporting injured soldiers to 
hospitals in Cambridge and Cheveley to 
promoting agricultural improvement during 
the years of peace and reconstruction. 

He said: "The first book I did seemed to 
sell so well that I decided to continue the 
story." 

David first had the idea to write a book 
when he was going through old newspaper 
reports for a local history project in Burwell. 

He added: "I thought this was a fantastic 
resource that hasn't been looked into. There 
is so much about the railway in the papers in 
the early days." 

He said he was drawn to research the 
history of the area as Cambridge was such 
an important centre of railways as it was 
where the London North Western, the 
Northern rail and the Great Eastern lines all 
met. 

David said: "I have always been interested 
in railways - not only in the railway side 
of things but in the social history." 

He said this has been not been well 
documented before as historical focus was 
often more on the mechanical than the 
social. 

David researched the book at 
Cambridgeshire Central Library where 
microfilms of old newspapers are 
kept. 

He explained: "It takes about a morning 
to get through a year of local papers on 
microfilm and then your eyes go." 

Sadly David doesn't have any plans at the 
moment to write a third book but said he 
very happy with his success. 

He added: "This is an interesting 
backdrop to view how people lived."

Decision pushed 
back on merger 


A DECISION on a 
possible merger 
between Cambridge¬ 
shire and Suffolk fire 
services has been 
pushed back. 

Suffolk County Council 
has announced it would 
not able to complete a 
detailed business case for 
consideration by both fire 
authorities before the 
original deadline of April 
2014. 

It was decided that the 
earliest this could happen 
is April 2015. 

Cllr Colin Spence, 
cabinet member for 
public protection, said: 
“This has always been 
about seeking oppor¬ 
tunities to share resources 
on a fair and equitable 
basis, as a means of 
protecting frontline fire 
and rescue services, and 
minimising the financial 
impact of doing so on

taxpayers in both 
counties. 

“Before any decision is 
taken, a joint full business 
case must be presented 
for consideration by the 
fire authorities in both 
Suffolk and Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

“There is a considerable 
amount of work to do to 
ensure the business case 
provides members with 
the necessary information 
on which they can take a 
properly informed 
decision about the future 
of both services.” 

Support from central 
government will be 
needed for a merger and 
so the earliest date the 
new arrangements could 
take place would be April 
2015, he said. 

Graham Stagg, chief fire 
officer for Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, 


said: “Councillors from 
both services need to 
have the full facts and 
figures at their disposal 
before making a decision 
on a joint merger. 

“This is a big decision 
for both authorities and it 
needs to be informed by 
an accurate and thorough 
business case, which will 
take some time to 
prepare.”

Police hammer 
out warning to 
drink-drivers 


DRINK-DRIVERS will have 
nowhere to hide during the festive 
period. 

Police in Suffolk and Norfolk are 
clamping down on people driving over 
the limit at Christmas with an increased 
presence of officers who will breath test 
any driver who gives cause for concern, 
whether it is for a car defect or their 
manner of driving. 

Assistant Chief Const Charlie Hall 
said: “There will be nowhere for drink- 
drivers to hide this Christmas and New 
Year, and no excuses. 

“We want everyone to think twice 
before getting into their car, whether it 
be after a night out, on the way to work 
the next morning, or after a pub lunch 
or visiting friends and relatives.” 

Last year’s Christmas campaign saw 
5,958 drivers were breath tested and 
185 tested positive. 

He said: “Whilst this is only three per 
cent of drivers tested who were over the 
limit, each one found guilty will have 
received a criminal record that will 
affect their job prospects for the rest of 
their lives, a driving ban and a fine or

drivers to plan a safe way of getting 
home after a party, such as taking a taxi, 
public transport or organising a 
designated driver. 

He said: “Driving whilst under the 
influence of drink or drugs will 
seriously impair your ability to drive 
and puts others at risk on Norfolk and 
Suffolk’s roads. 

“We work all year round with our 
Think! Norfolk and Suffolk Roadsafe 
partners to make our roads safer and 
prevent more people from being killed 
or serious injured - our seasonal 
campaign should serve as a reminder 
not only to not drink and drive, but to 
take more care when driving and ensure 
your vehicle is roadworthy.” 

There were 12 deaths due to 
collisions involving alcohol or drugs in 
Suffolk between April 2011 and March 
2012, as well as 52 serious injuries and 
121 slight injuries.

A RECORD number of hen 
harriers are roosting at a 
Lakenheath nature reserve. 
These distinctive birds do not 
breed on the reserve usually 
and only visit during the 
winter but there are three 
males and a female currently 
roosting at RSPB Lakenheath 
Fen, between Lakenheath and 
Hockwold villages. 

The male birds have an 
unusual pale grey plumage 
and black wing tips while 
females are brown with rings 
around their tails and a white 
rump. 

David White, information 
officer at RSPB Lakenheath, 
said: "It is great to have so 
many hen harriers roosting on 
the reserve. 

"The males are particularly 
beautiful. Their buoyant flight 
makes them look almost gull 
like against the fading light of 
a winter's afternoon." 

The best place to catch a 


glimpse of these birds is from 
2.30pm onwards at the 
reserve's Joist Fen viewpoint, 
about a mile and a half from 
the visitor centre. 

The reserve is open from dawn 
until dusk every day and the 


visitor centre is open from 
9am to 5pm daily.

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for a duchess 


Carmelo went from a successful career - during which he 
served royalty - to sleeping in a homeless shelter. But the 
man who planted a smacker on the Duchess of Cambridge 


is confident he will turn his life around again.

N EVER mind the photographs of balcony 
waves, polite crowd chats and 
handshakes with dignitaries - the 
picture that really captures the essence of 
William and Kate’s long-awaited visit to 
Cambridge has to be plucky Carmelo 
Giammona planting a kiss on the duchess’s 
hand. 

For the smiley 43-year-old, who’s currently 
living at homeless hostel Jimmy’s in East Road, 
it was a magical moment. 

“I knew she was coming to Jimmy’s, because 
the staff told me the 28th will be very special 
day,” recalls Carmelo in his lilting Italian 
accent. “But I did not expect to see Kate so 
close to me! Oh my God, she was very beautiful. 
I was shaking. 

“In Italy, to kiss the hand is to be polite, so it 
was spontaneous, this was normal. And her 
hands? Very tender! 

“When I saw her eyes, I was shocked: so 
beautiful, really so beautiful. I thought I must 
make a compliment, otherwise I would not be 
myself. I said ‘Kate, you are a very beautiful 
lady’, and she started to laugh. 

“And the expression of Prince William in the 
photographs - he was like this,” chuckles 
Carmelo, folding his arms and frowning. “No, it 
was very, very nice and very emotional. I really 
appreciated the moment.” 

Yet surprisingly, this isn’t the chirpy Italian’s 
first brush with royalty. Although he’s currently 
living in a homeless shelter, Carmelo has been 
both a head chef and a catering manager, who 
has served everyone from Prince Charles to the 
Queen Mother. 

And Carmelo’s story is typical of many who 
turn to Jimmy’s in these tough economic times: 
he doesn’t have a drink, drug or mental health 
problem, he’s simply down on his luck, and can 
no longer afford to pay for a roof over his head. 

Growing up in Rocca di Mezzo, a pretty 
tourist town near Rome in central Italy, 

Carmelo had a happy childhood: “I was just a 
normal boy, but I’ve always been the jokey 
type,” he grins. 

“After school I was in the Italian Air Force. I 
liked it very much and it is a very good job in 
Italy, but I didn’t have much ambition. I was too 


young, and I thought I’d travel, and I came 
here.” 

Arriving in 1993, Carmelo fell in love with the 
city and, other than a two-year spell in Oxford, 
has never left. 

Always happy in the kitchen - typically, his 
‘mamma’ was a great cook - Carmelo worked in 
Pizza Hut in the city centre and, realising his 
destiny lay in all things foodie, then took a job 
at Trinity College, where he learned the ropes of 
mass catering. 

After a stint at Queen’s College, he then 
worked his way up to assistant catering 
manager at Gonville and Caius, where helping 
to organise VIP events became part of his daily 
life. 

His first royal encounter was in 1999, when 
he served drinks to HRH Prince Philip. “I didn’t 
know he was coming, and the catering 
manager said ’Carmelo! Come here, I want to 
talk to you please. Look me in the face, have 
you got a comb?’ I said ’No, is something 
wrong?’ He said ’No, but I’ll bring you a comb. 
You put it in your hair and you do this’,” he 
laughs, miming the action. 

His neatened hair obviously impressed the 
Duke of Edinburgh: “I said good morning to 
Prince Philip and offered him Champagne: he 
pointed to me and said ’Italian’? And we 
chatted. 

“After that I started to meet other people. I 
know Stephen Hawking very well because he is 
a fellow at Caius. I know what he likes, what he 
drinks, everything. He’s crazy for mushrooms. 
Crazy! He likes them too much. And 
strawberries. I’ve met him at least 15 times, 
maybe more.” 

Carmelo loved his job, yet much as he 
enjoyed organising events, he missed the 
physical act of cooking - particularly preparing 
his speciality, fish. But deciding to take a job as 
head chef at a local restaurant (which he 
doesn’t want to name) proved to be a mistake 
that would cost him everything. 

Work at the restaurant was sporadic: on busy 
days, the understaffed kitchen was stressful: on 
quiet days he would be sent home unpaid. 

Eventually Carmelo, who had no savings, 
could no longer afford his rent. Last autumn he 
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SNAP: Carmelo 
asked the royal 
couple to pose 
for a phone pic. 



reached crisis point, “and I became 
homeless. It wasn’t nice. 

“So I came to Jimmy’s and asked them 
to support me for a little while. It was the 
first time I’d been to a hostel, but the staff 
were very nice. 

“I felt very sad losing the job, because 
for me a job is everything. And I felt sad 
because I’m a very normal person who 
just happened to be in a position like this.” 

Because, he points out, homeless 
people don’t necessarily fit the stereotype 
you’d expect: “When you live in this 
situation, you meet a different kind of 
people with different problems. Some 
people come here because of drugs and 
alcohol, but also maybe because they were 
in a bad situation - they lost their job or 
something happened with their family 
and they ended up on the street. 
Everybody is different.” 

After a fortnight, his luck changed: a 
friend offered him a room in his house, 
and Carmelo found seasonal work with 
Royal Mail. But when that came to an end, 
he needed a job - and, in desperation, 
returned to the restaurant where he’d been 
treated badly before. 

Inevitably, history repeated itself: 

“Today you work, tomorrow you don’t... I 
didn’t know what was going on, and again 
I couldn’t pay the rent.” He’s been back at 


Jimmy’s for a fortnight. 

Yet meeting the Duke and Duchess has 
certainly given a boost to Carmelo’s spirits, 
and it was thanks to his catering 
background that he had the opportunity 
to get so close: a member of Jimmy’s staff, 
Dan, had asked Carmelo to help with a 
demonstration of healthy eating for the 
big day, and it was during a tour of the 
kitchen that he met William and Kate. 

After the hand-kissing, Carmelo took 
another cheeky step: asking the royal 
couple to pose for a photo with him. “It 
was spur of the moment,” he chuckles. “I 
thought ’Oh my God, this is a good 
opportunity! But I was very polite, because 
I asked her permission.” 

Carmelo handed his mobile phone to 
Dan, put his arms round the royal pair and 
asked him to take a snap. “And they 
laughed. 

“Then Dan said ’explain about the 
menus, and what ingredients we use’, but I 
was still shaking! I told them when I cook I 
prefer to cook fresh vegetables of the 
season, not something that has come from 
the middle of nowhere, and we talked 
about healthy food. 

“Prince William said ’what do you think 
about big burgers, like that?”’ laughs 
Carmelo, holding an imaginary colossal 
burger up to bis face. “I said if it’s healthy, 
fine, no problem!” 

Carmelo remains in 
high spirits - after all, 
his photograph 
graced many of the 
major websites - but 
now his focus has 
returned to finding 
work. “I don’t know 
how long I’ll be here, 
but I am very positive. 

“In Italy we have a 
saying: ’after the bad 
weather comes the 
good weather’,” he 
says, smiling again. “I 
will be fine.” 



A place of 
safety 

JIMMY'S, Cambridge's 
first year-round night 
shelter, was named after 
Jim Dilley. A local man 
who'd fallen on hard 
times, he would often 
sleep rough or spend 
winter nights in one of 
the city's temporary 
shelters. 

In the last few years of 
his life, Jimmy had 
taken to sleeping under 
the Ml 1 motorway 
bridge at Junction 13. 
When he died of lung 
cancer in 1994, his 
ashes were scattered 
there. 

Moved by Jimmy's 
story, a group of people 
vowed to establish a 


permanent night shelter 
in his memory. With the 
help of funding from 
charities, local 
organisations and 
private donations, 
Jimmy's Night Shelter 
opened in the basement 
of East Road's Zion 
Baptist Church in 
November 1995 - with 
their namesake's bridge 
as 

their logo. 

To begin with, services 
were basic: bed, 
breakfast and an 
evening meal. But today, 
after providing shelter 
for more than 6,000 
people over the last 17 
years, it's a different 
story. 

Following a £3.5 million 
funding award, Jimmy's 
has had a major 


refurbishment, and now 
covers four floors of the 
building. It has single 
en-suite rooms, an 
accommodation 
resettlement service, 
workshops, learning 
opportunities, 
computers, and a range 
of visiting support 
organisations, all 
designed to give those 
in need the best 
possible chance of 
moving on and breaking 
the cycle of 
homelessness. 

But above all, Jimmy's 
offers love, support and 
a place of safety in 
memory of Jim Dilley, 
and the many like him.

THE economy is “healing” - 
that is the message from 
Newmarket’s MP following 
last week’s budget forecast. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, praised Chancellor George 
Osborne’s announcement last 
Wednesday that the basic state 
pension would rise to £110.15 a 
week next year and the income tax 
personal allowance would increase 
so no tax will be paid on earnings 
under £9,440. 

He said: “This is fantastic news 
for the whole of East Anglia. 

“The east of England will see 2.3 
million people get an income tax 
cut and the 3.6 million vehicle 
owners will welcome the 
cancellation of a rise in fuel duty 
that the Labour Government had 
planned for. 

“Businesses will welcome the 
drop in corporation tax and the 
small business rate relief. And the 
raft of capital infrastructure 
projects will unlock growth and 
equip Britain to compete in the 
global race. 

“Times are tough. But the 
economy is healing - and the 
measures announced will bring 
welcome support to families and 
businesses in West Suffolk.” 

The announcements came as part 
of the Treasury’s autumn 
statement. 

However, business leaders in the 
county called for the government to 
put forward immediate investment 
in infrastructure, such as much- 
needed investment in the A14.

John Dugmore, chief executive of 
Suffolk Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “A further one per cent cut to 
corporation tax in 2014, the 
cancellation of the 3p per increase 
in fuel duty and the confirmation 
of the British Business Bank to be 
launched with £lbn to help smaller 
firms to access finance will make a 
real difference.” 

But he said: “Jam tomorrow is not 
good enough and real investment is 
needed and needed now. 

“Firms across Suffolk and the 
East will be frustrated that, despite 
continued strong and robust cases 
being made for the A14, the 
Government continues to fail to 
recognise how important it is to 
address this major infrastructure 
issue.”

Nasty is so nice 


S TEPHEN Beckett is very 
relaxed for someone who’s 
about to spend the next six 
weeks performing around the clock in 
the high-energy Arts Theatre panto, 
Jack and the Beanstalk. 

When I speak to the former long-running 
star of The Bill and Coronation Street, just a 
few days before rehearsals begin, he is at a zoo 
(“somewhere in the middle of the 
Midlands”) with his two young 

children enjoying a day off from 
his tour in Alan Ayckbourn’s A 
Cricket Match. 

“I actually learnt the 
first (panto) scene last 
night,” he says, “I’m 
very much looking 
forward to getting 
started and being in 
Cambridge. Everyone 
so highly of the 
! can’t wait to 
explore it and just have 
a wander around.” 

Beckett will be 
swapping his seaside 
home in Brighton for a 
Cambridge pad 
during the panto run, 
but will be hot¬ 
footing it back to 
the south coast after 
his December 24 
performance for a 
family Christmas. 

“This Christmas, 
because I’m working so 
much, we will be having 
some quiet family time on 
Christmas Day,” he explains. 

“We get Christmas Day off and 
then I will have to find a way to get 
back to Cambridge for the Boxing Day 
shows. 


As the Arts Theatre’s latest uproarious panto opened last week, the 
former Coronation Street and The Bill star Stephen Beckett tells 
LOUISE MARTIN why he’ll be soaking up the boos and hisses in 
Cambridge as the villainous Squire Nastee 


“If I’ve been working away a lot around 
Christmas, what I like to do, and what 
everybody likes me to do, is just stay at home 
and not go anywhere.” 

Working away from home is something 
Beckett and his actress wife Anna Brecon (the 
former Lady Tara in ITV’s Emmerdale ) have 
grown accustomed to throughout their career. 
But with two young children, the actor admits it 
can sometimes be difficult to juggle the 
demands of family life and a busy career. 

It will be the second year in a row the 
Corrie and The Bill star has spent Christmas on 
the stage. Last December he performed in The 
Railway Children, which was staged at the 
former Eurostar terminal at London Waterloo. 

Having appeared in Goldilocks and Peter 
Pan, the RADA-trained actor is no stranger to 
panto, and he’s looking forward to getting stuck 
into the evil Squire Nastee role. “I love playing 
the baddie,” he admits. “It’s really hard to play 
good. One of the hardest things you can do as 
an actor is play a really nice 
guy. Playing nice is hard ' 
because there’s not much 
to hang on to.” 

His love for the 
baddie role is probably 
why he enjoyed playing 
Corrie" s Dr Matt 
Ramsden so much. 

“Ah, the 
mucky medic”, 
he laughs. 

“That was 
great. It started 
off like all these 
characters do of 


him being the nice doctor and wanting to get 
involved in the community, and of course he 
ended up impregnating one of his patients, who 
was the wife of his best mate, while he was 
treating them for infertility.” 

Before his time on the cobbles, Beckett 
played Pc Mike Jarvis in ITV’s The Bill. 

“They [Coronation Street and The Bill ] were 
good fun in different ways,” he says. u The Bill 
was fun in the sense that I got to do a lot more 
action - a lot more boys and toys stuff. I got to 
do a lot of fighting and driving cars very fast 
and jumping off garage roofs. I was there for 
five years, during my 20s, with a whole bunch 
of guys all around the same age as me who had 
been out of drama school a similar number of 
years to me.” 

His panto run is guaranteed to leave him 
feeling a little worn out. But with a fantastic 
cast, including long-serving Arts Theatre panto 
favourite Matt Crosby and some of the West 
End’s brightest rising stars, including Sophie 
Isaacs ( Legally Blonde ) as Jill and Emily 
Tierney ( The Wizard of Oz/Wicked) as the Fairy 
Godmother, he should have no problem getting 
into character to soak up the boos and 
hisses. 

“It’s going to be a lot of fun,” he 
promises. “Basically, you get to tap 
into all the angst, frustration, anger 
and bitterness that you have in life and 
pour it on to the stage and be really 
horrible to children for about six 
weeks! It’s going to be marvellous.”

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GARDENING 


Students showing the way

O LDER gardeners could 
pick up some tips from a 
new generation of young 
horticulturists who have grown 
up with the eco-friendly, 
sustainability mentality 
So says TV gardener David 
Domoney, who is mentoring students 
from six UK horticultural colleges as 
they create gardens with a sustainability 
theme as part of the Ideal Young 
Gardener of the Year competition, in 
association with the Prince’s 
Foundation. 

Young people are becoming much 
more aware of the importance of 
sustainable gardening, thanks to 
programmes such as Countryfile and 
other horticultural shows, he says. 

“Television has greatly influenced 
kids to an acceptability that wildlife is 
very important. There are a lot of little 
quirky designs in their gardens that 
really work.” 

Natural stone and brick have been 
used to create mini pizza ovens, bulbs 
utilised to create 100 days of colour, 


while other students are using a 
combination of planting to create fluid 
movements in between timber and 
stone. Herbs will be used for flowers 
and foliage. Ornamental plants which 
are also edible are being planted in 
blocks to create an attractive view. 

“Kids today are working more with 
landcraft. Dry stone walling is 
immensely popular. When I was at 
college in the 1980s, things were very 
different. Today, there’s floristry and 
blacksmith work, as people hammer out 
their own statuettes and 


embellishments, and make woven 
wicker fencing. Land-based skills which 
have become popular at Chelsea have 
been adopted.” 

Youngsters have a different attitude to 
sustainability than previous generations, 
he agrees. 

“It’s become such an important part 
of the teaching, there's an affinity to it, 
whereas other generations had to re¬ 
learn it. In the past decade we’ve seen a 
huge change. Who would have thought 
10 years ago we would have been 
separating our rubbish inside our 


kitchens? But kids of today are used to 
it. It’s part of their natural psyche.” 

So how can amateur gardeners make 
their own plots sustainable? 

Domoney says: “There’s a huge 
amount of confusion about what is 
sustainable and what is natural, whether 
everything has to be indigenous species 
and aspects of chemicals, peat and 
landcraft. But for the general public 
who have their own gardens and like the 
feeling of sustainability, there are a few 
steps they can take to try to encourage 
that style of thinking.” 


Attracting as much wildlife as 
possible into the garden is the first step 
any amateur gardener should take 
towards sustainability as part of an 
equal balance, he notes. 

“That means attracting everything 
from wild birds - creating not only a 
feeding and water station year-round, 
putting up bird boxes and roosting 
pouches - to insects that visit the 
garden, not just bees. Make little bee 
stations using cut bamboo canes tied 
together, or leave a section of the garden 
uncut. 

“To create an eco-climate in your 
own back garden, you need to do less 
gardening, in some aspect,” he explains. 

“Having a section with old logs 
stacked in the corner will attract a 
phenomenal amount of overwintering 
insects as well as hedgehogs, which eat 
slugs. Let a section of the grass grow 
wild. 

“Interacting with the nature that visits 
your garden is a good step forward for 
sustainability.” 

As green space becomes more scarce, 
sustainable gardens will become more 
valuable in the future, he predicts. 

“The garden is becoming much more 
influential for young families and new 
home owners. A garden is becoming an 
investment, a fashion statement, rather 
than just somewhere to put the bikes.”

Working out all 
the frustration 


I CAN still remember the 
moment I realised I was 
serious about being an 
artist,” says Louise Riley- 
Smith. “I was drawing a 
pot of pencils and brushes, 
totally focused, and then 
someone helped 
themselves to a pencil from 
the pot. I was incensed!” 

Having got married and had 
children “very young”, Riley- 



Smith is candid about the nervous 
breakdown at the age of 40. 

It was during a stay in a 
psychiatric clinic that she was 
prescribed art therapy - 
something she credits with 
helping lift her out of her 
depression. 

“I think the artist in me had 
always been there all along,” says 
Riley-Smith, now 66, “and part of 
the illness was frustration at not 
fulfilling it: a whole side of me 
had been ignored. When you’re 
bringing up small children, you 
put them first and your husband 
first - you’re bottom of the pile. I 


found doing something for myself 
enormously liberating.” 

Inspired, she took an art A- 
level, followed by art college, and 
has since studied at The Slade in 
Florence and in St Petersburg, 
with the acclaimed Cambridge 
artist James Horton. 

Over the last couple of decades, 
Riley-Smith - who lives in 
Cambridge with her husband 
Jonathan, the university’s retired 
Dixie Professor Emeritus of 
Ecclesiastical History - has 
established a reputation as one of 
our most accomplished portrait 
painters: her work can be found 
hanging in Emmanuel, Jesus, 
Corpus Christi, Trinity and 
Robinson Colleges, as well as 
many private homes, she has 
exhibited at The Royal Society of 
Portrait Painters and Kettle’s Yard, 
among others, and one of her 
paintings - of the singer and West 
End star Elaine Paige - was 
shortlisted for the prestigious 
Garrick/Milne Prize (Paige liked 
it so much, she bought it). 

More recently, she has 
completed portraits of Simon 
Jenkins, journalist and chairman 
of the National Trust, Baroness 
Susan Greenfield and Sir Charles 
Chadwyck-Healey, Chairman of 
The Wildlife Trust.

CAMBRIDGE’S “most self-indulgent artist” (his 
words, not ours) is staging a new exhibition featuring “a 
bit of steampunk and pop art - plus some other stuff 
desperately cobbled together as quickly as possible”. 

Previously described as “Cambridge’s own Banksy” 
(by us, admittedly), The Finsbury Park Deities is the 
pseudonym of “Paul”, who prefers to keep his identity a 
secret. 

Paul - who, despite the north London handle, lives in 
Cambridge - only began painting in earnest 18 months 
ago. “I started getting back into it as a way of 
alleviating the angst of work,” he explains. “I found it 
quite a relaxing, therapeutic, cathartic process - a good 
way of relieving tension. 

Then I showed them to 
some friends, who said 
‘have you ever thought 
about doing anything 
with this?’, and I 
hadn’t given it a 
moment’s thought at 
all. And they said 
‘well maybe you 
should try to get 
them out there.” 

Buoyed up, he 
began to approach 
various galleries, 
but wasn’t thrilled 
by their reaction: 

“As you’re 
probably aware, 
it’s quite a poncey 
world, and I’m 
not a poncey person. I’d be 
looking around places in London, and gallery owners 
would say ‘and are you an artist?’ and I’d say ‘yeah, well 
I dabble a little bit’, and they’d say ‘Ah, well we don’t 
do dabblers here.’And you just think ‘thanks, I’m off’. 
And these are the people that even bother talking to 
you!” 

Though, of course, he doesn’t draw on walls himself.

THE HOBBIT: AN 
UNEXPECTED JOURNEY 
12A, 2h 46m 

THERE is a moment early on in 
director Peter Jackson’s epic 
fantasy adventure when Gandalf 
The Grey turns to diminutive 
hero Bilbo Baggins and 
counsels: “All good stories 
deserve embellishment.” 

There’s no doubt Jackson and 
co-writers Fran Walsh, Philippa 
Boyens and Guillermo del Toro 
have taken the wise wizard’s 
words to heart. 

Visually stunning flashbacks are 
roughly hewn into a sprawling 
narrative that doesn’t kick into 
second gear for a good 45 
minutes. 

Jackson opens his picture shot 
in 3D at Bag End with the 


elderly Bilbo (Ian Holm) penning 
a book to his cousin Frodo 
(Elijah Wood). 

We rewind 60 years to meet a 
younger Bilbo (Martin Freeman) 
in the Shire as he encounters 
Gandalf (Sir Ian McKellen) and a 
13-strong company of dwarves, 
who intend to reclaim their lost 
gold from the dragon Smaug in 
his mountain lair. 

After a sleepless night, Bilbo 
agrees to accompany dwarf 
leader Thorin Oakenshield 
(Richard Armitage) and his 
troops on their perilous mission. 
En route, the brave souls 
encounter elvish allies including 
Elrond (Hugo Weaving) and 
Galadriel (Cate Blanchett), as 
well as the wretched Gollum 
(Andy Serkis) and the corpulent 


Goblin King (Barry Humphries). 
The Hobbit: An Unexpected 
Journey, which should perhaps 
be subtitled The Return Of The 
Fellowship Of A King, reunites 
Jackson with cast and crew of 
The Lord Of The Rings trilogy 
including cinematographer 
Andrew Leslie and composer 
Howard Shore. 

The writer-director employs the 
same visual lexicon: sweeping 
aerial shots of characters 
traipsing over New Zealand 
landscapes and close-ups of 
ethereal figures in deep 
contemplation. 

The next two chapters, 
Desolation Of Smaug and There 
And Back Again, will be 
released in 2013 and 2014.

Holley takes 
champ crown 

IT WAS awards all the way for Newmarket Joggers 
last week - on the day they were named Forest 
Heath Club of the Year they presented their own 
awards at their Christmas party. 

They started with the winners of the inaugural 5k 
Winter Handicap, the monthly competition 
staged between October and April over the same 
course. David Cheese won the men's title after 
improving his times from 21 min 35sec in 
October 2011 to a personal best 20.46 in April, 
while Gina Browse took the women's title after 
completing her first 5k in in 32.13 and her final 
one in 27min. 

Denys Olefir, who joined the club last year, was 
the male New Member of the Year after rising 
from beginner to elite level. 

Winner of the Male New Member of the Year 
went to Denys Olefir who joined the club last 
year and made a rapid rise from beginner to club 
elite level, posting personal bests at every level - 
topped by a marathon PB of 2hr 47min and 
victories in the Great Abingdon 10k and the Ely 
5k Festive Fun Run.

As well as that, this year he has lowered 
his own 5k time to 19min, twice improved his 
half-marathon time - and joined the committee. 
Lisa Redman won the women's equivalent. The 
captain of the women's team — who races over 
trail and road - improved her 5k time and also 
ran a PB in the Peterborough Half-Marathon. 

Paul Holley was the winner of the men's Joggers 
Grand Prix, which includes cross-country and 5k 
league races. He finished on 775 points after a 
series-long battle against fellow 'Silver Fox' Greg 
Davis and young guns Olifir and Martyn Taylor. 
Wild card Ursula Ransom topped the women's 
list with 572 points - she was also third overall - 
after another hard-fought competition where both 
Redman and Marjie Davis took turns at the top of 
the table. 

Club member of the year was club secretary and 
welfare officer Sue Stoten, who works relentlessly 
hard for the club and has marshalled or helped 
out at every club event during the year as 
well as running for the club in the cross-country 
and 5k leagues. 

There were several worthy contenders for the 
Champion Performer of the Year crown, but the 
gong went to Holley after a year in which he 
posted a personal best in the London Marathon - 
2:39.35, the fastest by a club member 
this year - and also landed victories in a 
marathon and a 10k.
